It’s time to look toward next year and the 
issues the city will have to deal with. 

There is any number of them, but some are 
far more important than others. What would 
you pick as the most important issue facing 
the city? 

Perhaps you would put financing a down¬ 
town arena at the top of your list. Or maybe 
you would put LRT expansion there. Each of us 
will have our own number one issue depending 
upon our perspective. 

For me, the most important issue is the 
city’s fiscal sustainability. By that I mean 
whether or not the city has enough revenue to 
meet its expenditure obligations without rais¬ 
ing taxes to an unreasonable level or reducing 
services to an unacceptable level. 

This is, of course, the budget dance we see 
each year. The administration asks for a big 
percentage increase in taxes and says that 
without it, services will have to be cut back. 
There is much hand-wringing, and finally an 
increase far greater than the rate of inflation 
will be settled upon. 

Every year the city requires us to pony up 
more tax dollars or to pay increasingly onerous 
user fees. This has been going on for some 
time, but eventually the city is going to run out 
of other people’s money to spend. Of course 
that statement is more hyperbolic than factual. 


However, 
there is a limit 
to what people 
are willing to pay 
for the privilege 
of living here. 

Unreasonable tax 
rates produce a 
backlash and a 
demand for cuts. 

Those cuts are 
likely to come at 
the expense of 
those who are 
most vulnerable 
to them. 

This city has 
been allowed to 
grow far too big, 
geographically, 
for it to build 
and maintain the infrastructure necessaiy to 
provide services to people who live in new 
subdivisions on the peripheiy of the city. The 
vainglorious hope that the provincial govern¬ 
ment will pony up money for a downtown 
arena is a clear indication that we really can’t 
afford one. 

What this city needs is to learn how to say 
no and mean it: No, there will not be any new 
subdivisions until we get our fiscal house in 
order. No, we will not build or plan anything 
new until we can demonstrate that we have 
the current revenue to pay for it. 

But doing so would take a great deal of 
political will and I’m not sure that exists.

colony after a devastating 
earthquake separated it 
from mainland California.

Another victory for the Iron 
Chancellor? Germany goes 
to the polls in parliament¬ 
ary elections. While Angela 
Merkel remains popular in 
terms of personality, her 
coalition government may 
not survive the election, as 
the Liberal Democrats, the 
junior partner, are languish¬ 
ing at 4 per cent of the vote 
in polls. Merkel’s CDU gets 
36 per cent, compared to 30 
per cent for the Social Demo¬ 


crats. The Pirate Party is also 
running, as are the Greens. 


Nov. 14: 
Charles 
turns 65 

Even though he’s now retire¬ 
ment age, heir to the British 
throne Prince Charles may 
have to wait for yet some 
time to become King. At 
age 86, his mother, Queen 
Elizabeth II, remains in good 
health. The Queen’s mother 
lived to be 101 years old. 



Nov. 22: 
JFK 

remembered 

50th an¬ 
niversary of 
the assassin¬ 
ation of U.S. 
President 
John F. Ken¬ 
nedy. JFK 
was killed 
by gunshots 

while visiting Dallas. Lee 
Harvey Oswald, an Amer¬ 
ican who had moved to the 
Soviet Union, was arrested, 
but was killed by nightclub 
operator Jack Ruby before he 
could stand trial. Mysteiy still 
surrounds JFK’s murder. The 
anniversary will be commem¬ 
orated in Dallas.

Afghanistan 

What is the issue? Security in 
the country is very poor. Afghan¬ 
istan’s government struggles to 
protect civilians from military 
conflict between American 
forces and the Taliban. 


Future best-case scenario: The United States removes 
troops from Afghanistan by 2014, and the government is 
left stable and functioning. 

Future worst-case scenario: Conflict continues between 
the Afghan military and Taliban. The government dis¬ 
solves, and Pakistan enters the conflict supporting the 
Taliban. 


Probable scenario: The United States will withdraw 
in 2014. Afghanistan will be left a divided country. On 
paper the mission will appear a success, but in reality 
the country will still suffer from conflicting factions. 


Syria 

What is the issue? 

Between 2.5 million and 
3 million people have 
been displaced after civil 
conflict broke out in 
Syria in March, 2011. 

Future best-case scenario: Current Syrian leadership 
steps down, allowing oppositional groups to coalesce 
and put together a functioning government. 

Future worst-case scenario: Civil conflict continues and 
escalates. Russia and China, who support the leadership 
in Syria, stall international intervention and protect the 
current Syrian government. 

Probable scenario: With the support of Russia and 
China, the Syrian government continues a war against 
oppositional groups, stalling the country’s develop¬ 
ment and its aid to displaced citizens. 


North Korea 

What is the issue? Too 

much of the North Korean 
government’s budget is 
invested in the military, 
rather than infrastructure 
development, leaving the 
country with a low domestic product. 

Future best-case scenario: China acts as peacemaker 
between North Korea and South Korea. 

North Korea installs more moderate leadership. 

Future worst-case scenario: The conflict between 
North Korea and South Korea escalates, forcing inter¬ 
national intervention. 

Probable scenario: New North Korean leader Kim 
Jong-un continues the policies of the past. 




Libya 

What is the issue? Militia groups are overrunning a 
dissolving central government 

Future best-case scenario: Civil society triumphs. The 
central government is able to reinstate its power, and 
the country is able to restore democracy in place of the 
extremist groups. 

Future worst-case scenario: Factionalism persists 

and internal conflict 
between the many mini- 
governments fighting 
the central government 
destroys the country. 

Probable scenario: Civil 
unrest continues as 
militia groups struggle 
for power with the 
central government. 


Iran 

What is the issue? Iran’s pursuit of nuclear weapons 
is causing unrest between Iran and Israel. 

Future best-case scenario: Diplomatic resolution. 

Future worst-case scenario: Israel launches 
pre-emptive nuclear strike against Iran. The United 
States — a supporter of Israel — is forced to become 
involved. 

Probable scenario: 

Iran’s military con¬ 
tinues to possess more 
political control than 
the country’s govern¬ 
ment. Iran continues 
to pursue nuclear 
weapons despite an 
international push for 
more sanctions. 
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Assad ousted, space tourism 
becomes a reality, Usain Bolt retires

Assad escapes Syria

What do derecho, obesogenic 
and hen all have in common? 
According to The Global Lan¬ 
guage Monitor (GLM), they are 
newly popular — or newly 
formed — words that may be¬ 
come part of the regular ver¬ 
nacular in 2013. 

“As soon as a word is used 
by more than one person, it be¬ 
comes part of the English lan¬ 
guage,” said Yin Liu, associate 
professor at the University of 
Saskatchewan’s College of Arts 
and Science. 

An expert in the study of 
the English language, Liu said 
getting a word to become an 
“official” part of the English 


language isn’t as clear-cut as 
simply adding it to a dictionary. 

“Often a word has been in 
use years before it shows up in 
the printed version of the dic¬ 


tionary,” said Liu. 

According to Liu, for a word 
to be considered “official” it 
has to be traceable. For in¬ 
stance, the word “gridlock” can 


be traced to traffic workers in 
New York in the ’80s.

Payaclc, president of GLM. As

Old and new. Sneak

The potential resurgence of 
RIM starts on the 30th of Janu¬ 
ary.

Cheap chic. American

Canadian retailers may be 
reticent to publicly name 
that bull’s-eyed American foe 
pushing north next year, but 
many are revamping, cost¬ 
cutting and re-strategizing 
ahead of the arrival of Target. 

While it won’t open shop 
on Canadian turf until March, 
eager deal-seelcers have been 
buzzing for much of the past 
year about Target’s low prices 
and chic fashion offerings. 


Target Canada throwing its 
heft into the country’s com¬ 
petitive retail mix promises 
to be a catalytic moment that 
could be the biggest game- 
changer since Walmart set up 
Canadian shop two decades 
ago. It might also plow down 
the doors for more foreign 
retailers closely watching Tar¬ 
get’s performance north of 
the border. 

“The sky is not going to 
fall on all other retailers, (Tar¬ 
get is) really going to make 
everybody else that much 
sharper, that much better,” 
says Jim Danahy, CEO at Cus- 
tomerLAB and a veteran re¬ 
tailer himself. 

“It is going to force all re¬ 
tailers in Canada, regardless

of who owns them, to ele¬ 
vate their game.

per store to upgrade and in 
some cases triple the existing 
square footage. 

Most retailers are quick 
to say they’re unfazed by the 
entrance of the U.S. retail 
giant. Still, many big retail¬ 
ers, including Shoppers Drug 
Mart, Hudson’s Bay Co., Can¬ 
adian Tire and Loblaw have 
scrambled in the past year to 
take steps — from job cuts 
and management shakeups 
to capital raising and renova¬ 
tions — to cope in an increas¬ 
ingly competitive landscape. 

“It will cause Canadian re¬ 
tailers to up their game,” says 
Lori Bieda, executive lead of 
customer intelligence in the 
Americas for SAS Analytics.

TV tether tight as 
ever, expert says 

live TV, such as sporting 
events, will keep the vast 
majority of Canadian viewers 
from “cutting the cord” on 
traditional TV services in 
2013, says Deloitte Canada. 

Deloitte Canada is 
predicting that less than one 
per cent of Canadians will 
abandon TV services they’re 
paying for from cable, satellite 
or telecom providers next 
year, despite hype around it. 


“There are three pillars 
that prevent cord cutting 
from content: One of them 
is reality TV, one of them is 
sports and the other is news,” 
Duncan Stewart, Deloitte’s 
director of research, said 
Thursday. 

“Those are 
things you 
generally 
cannot get 
when you are 
a cord cutter,” 

Stewart said. 

Stewart 
noted his 
prediction 


contrasts with surveys and 
headlines that say almost 
10 per cent of Canadians are 
already cord cutters, watching 
only TV online with 
services such as Netflix. 

The number of Can¬ 
adians who pay for traditional 
TV services 
is up in the 
last year, 
not down, 
Stewart 
said from 
Toronto. 

“People 
are spend¬ 
ing more 



on their cable bills for watch¬ 
ing TV.” 

If a customer switches 
from a cable provider to a 
telecom company for TV 
services with a monthly bill, 
that’s not cutting the cord, but 
just changing your provider, 
he said. 

Canadians watch 28 hours 
of TV a week and it rises to 
31 hours or 32 hours weekly, 
if online TV watching is 
included, Stewart said. 

Only 20 per cent of house¬ 
holds do not have a frequent 
sports watcher, he added.

Mother nature has another 
warm and wacky year on tap 
for 2013, says Environment 
Canada. 

With the destructive Super¬ 
storm Sandy barely off our 
radars, senior climatologist 
David Phillips predicts there’s 
more to come. 

“I think there’ll be weird, 
wild and wacky weather,” he 
says. “We live in a planet of ex¬ 
tremes, it’s not just sandstorms 
in the Middle East, it could be 
blizzards in Edmonton. We 
know on a planet of extreme 
weather, there’s no utopia.” 

Phillips warns Canadians to 
expect, “more hiccups, more 
body blows when it comes to 
weather, ‘cause we’ve seen that 
and there’s nothing to suggest 
that trend will change.” 

One of the big indicators is 
the ongoing weather trends. 
The world has been in an active 
weather period for the last two 
decades, says Phillips, especial¬ 
ly the last three years, which 
have seen 19 tropical storms 
each. With El Nino — a global 
climate pattern associated with 
the warming of the surface 
water in the Pacific Ocean — 
hanging on in 2013, creating 
not just warm weather but 
also favourable winds, he says 


next year will likely be another 
active hurricane season. 

“The world is warmer, and 
when you get the warm world, 
you get more powerful weath¬ 
er,” he says. 

While he can’t predict exact¬ 
ly how many storms 2013 will 
bring about, Phillips says one 
thing’s for sure: Don’t expect 
things to cool off in Canada or 
anywhere else in the world. 

The last time the world en¬ 
countered a colder than normal 
year was 35 years ago, accord¬ 
ing to Phillips. Judging from the 
weather trend, El Nino and the 
vanishing Arctic ice, he says it’s 
safe to say it’ll be another warm 
year. 

“Stick a thermometer in the 
planet, you’re seeing global fe¬ 
ver,” he says. “I’d be the most 
surprised person on this planet 
if in fact it showed that the 
world is colder than normal.... 
And as how the world goes, so 
goes Canada. We represent a lot 
of real estate of this planet.” 

But whatever happens, 
Phillips believes Canadians are 
ready for anything mother na¬ 
ture has in store for this weath¬ 
er-proofed nation. 

“Canadians are all expert 
weather people, we can’t get 
enough weather,” he says. 
“What will we talk about if we 
didn’t have the weather to talk 
about?”

Polar bears 


Polar bears are hugely de¬ 
pendent on sea ice for their 
food supply. Less ice means 
fewer chances of fattening 
up on ringed seals, their 
primary food, which keeps 
them nourished the rest of 
the year around. Ewing said 
polar bears will eventu¬ 
ally be found only further 
north, and have been eating 
more seaweed and kelp in 
recent years to keep their 
bellies full. 


The winners 



Killer whales 

Considered a threatened 
species, killer whales are 
making a comeback in 
areas with warmer tem¬ 
peratures and warmer 
waters. Warmer waters 
in the north means kill¬ 
er whales will be found 
with more frequency in 
northern climates. 


Narwhal 

Narwhals, called the 
“Unicorns of the Sea” 
due to their long, sharp 
tusk, feed deep under 
packed arctic ice where 
the ice provides them 
shelter from predators. 
Less ice means less 
defence. 



Ringed seals 

Warmer waters and less 
ice mean fewer resting 
places for the ringed 
seal. Ringed seals usu¬ 
ally pup on large ice 
floes and spend most 
of their lives in contact 
with ice or icy waters. 
Smaller ice floes keep 
these solitary animals 
from spreading out like 
they’re used to doing. 


Other seals 

With the decline of the 
ringed seal will mean more 
food for other types of 
seal. Harp seals, which like 
colder waters but not ice, 
may move in, affecting the 
diet of other animals and 
the Inuit, many of whom 
rely on ringed seals for 
food. 



Some salmon 

Different species of salmon 
used to warmer waters 
will start to replace other 
species of salmon. This will 
also bring killer whales 
closer, as their primary 
food source is salmon.

Know your type: 
Tracking trends 
through Google 


Searching for answers. 
Companies use search 
queries for research 


If you come to Google with 
questions, chances are you’re 
providing answers of your 
own. 

That’s because companies 
can now track consumer in¬ 
tentions based on what shop¬ 
pers plug in to their search 
bars. Given the sheer amount 
of searches per minute, com¬ 
panies can even isolate data 
from particular countries, 
provinces, even cities. 

Shoppers on Canada’s east 
coast, for instance, aren’t as 
interested in patio furnishings 
as people in Vancouver until 
later in the season, according 
to Walmart’s Drew Cashmore. 

“It helps us make more 
educated merchandizing de¬ 
cisions,” said Cashmore, Wal¬ 
mart’ s director of digital mar¬ 
keting. 

“If we know that a particu-

lar TV is going to be hot this 
season, we’ll work towards 
pushing that specific item or 
brand.” 

Cashmore said the retail 
giant is surprisingly nimble 
at adjusting to the data mined 
through customers’ searches, 
tailoring messaging and pro¬ 
motion. 

But the “database of inten¬ 
tions,” as Google calls it, can 
be used for more than just 
making sure the right tele¬ 
vision or cell phone is on store 
shelves. 

Started in 2007, Google Flu 
Trends was created to model 
real-world phenomena — in 
this case outbreaks of influ¬ 
enza — using patterns in user 
searches. 

“The rise in the frequency 
of certain search terms in a 
given area matches with the 
rise of flu activity in that same 
area,” said Google spokes¬ 
person Leslie Church, in an 
email. 

“The queries generally in¬ 
clude search terms regarding 
influenza complications, cold 
and flu remedies and general 
flu symptoms. Imagine what 
you would do if your child 
were sick — you might try to 
look up a symptom, such as a 
sore throat.” 

There are limits to what 
information can be gleaned 
from internet queries, how¬ 
ever. During the last Canadian 
election, Dr. Anatoliy Gruzd 
and his team at Dalhousie 
University’s Social Media Lab 
attempted to use tweets and

Faceboolc posts to assess who 
would win. 

“We tried to match the 
data to the other polls, the 
general polls,” Gruzd said in 
a November interview with 
Metro. “(But) not everybody is 
using social media.” 

Because the sample was 
skewed towards a young 
and technologically-addicted 
population, the data could 
not compete with traditional 
forms of polling. Even with 
controls in place to adjust for 
a skewed population (as trad¬ 
itional polling can do) Gruzd’s 
team could only say that cer¬ 
tain demographics favoured, 
say, the New Democrats over 
the Conservatives. The results 
couldn’t apply to the popula¬ 
tion in general. 

Diving election outcomes 
using social media may re¬ 
main a risky enterprise, but 
companies and political par¬ 
ties are anxious to have all 
the free market research they 
can. And so long as people 
continue to offer up their 
predilections and preferences 
into that great and terrible 
cloud, marketers and polit¬ 
icians will continue to listen.

A record loss of Arctic sea 
ice and faster-than-expected 
melting of Greenland’s ice 
cap made worldwide head¬ 
lines in 2012, but research 
published in major science 
journals suggests warming 
in the North doesn’t have 
to continue from 2013 on.

Steve Chase and his friends 
pledge to boycott one NHL 
game for every game can¬ 
celled after Dec. 21 and 
they’re sticking by it.

We decided a fair 
thing would be to just make 
it one for one. If you cancel a 
game, we cancel a game.” 

Chase created a video that 
has been viewed a total of 
100,000 times on YouTube and 
Vimeo, as well as a Faceboolc

page, which already has more 
than 19,000 likes. 

“Our goal was to be heard,” 
he said. “We’re knocking on 
the door of that meeting say¬ 
ing, ‘Guys, we’re the people 
paying you. We’re a little an¬ 
noyed that you’re disregarding 
and disrespecting us.’” 

Chase said he hopes fans 
will live up to the pledge’s 


challenge. 

“I hope people stick to it 
because we need to send a 
little bit of a message: ‘Guys, 
don’t do this again,”’ he add¬ 
ed. 

But Dr. Joti Samra, host 
and psychologist on the 
Oprah Winfrey Network’s Mil¬ 
lion Dollar Neighbourhood, 
said that fans may be upset 


now about the contract nego¬ 
tiations, but they’re not going 
to be able to resist the tempta¬ 
tion. 

“When it comes to sport 
we’re pretty forgiving fans, 
whether our team is playing 
or not, whether they win or 
not,” she said. 

“It’s frustrating now be¬ 
cause for a lot of people the 
big part of their social activ¬ 
ities revolve around sports, 
especially this time of year 
when the days are shorter, 
and people are inside more 
... but fans are fans. They will 
support the team at the end of 
the day no matter what.”
